ARGUMENT 
ON MERGER 


Noted Case cAgain 
Up for Hearing. 


Under the Special Act of Congress 
Four Circuit Fudges are 
Sitting at St. Louis. 


Assistant -Attorney-General Beck 
@ Skeptic as to Beneficence 
of Corporate Monopoly. 

He Alleges a Working Combina- 
tion of Three Transcontinental 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.W.) 
T. LOUIS, March 18.—For the first 
S time in the history of the United 
States, and by the authority of a 
special act of Congress. passed last 
February, four United States Circuit 
judges are sitting together to hear ar- 
guments in a case, the cause being the 
fight of the government against the 
Northern Securities Company of New 
Jersey in the celebrated merger suit. 
Under this special act the United States 
Circuit Court for the District of Min- 
nesota is holding its session in St. 
Louis in the Appellate Court room, and 
by this arrangement the case can go 
immediately from this court to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
whereas, in the general court pro- 
ceedure it would necessarily g0 
through the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
and a delay of from two to threo years 
would probably ensue. The hearing of 
‘the case in St. Louis is merely for the 
personal convenience of the parties 
concerned. 
The four judges before whom 
merger case is being argued are 
United States Circult Judges Caldwell, 
Sanborn, Thayer and Vandevanter. 
Judge Caldwell presiding. The attor- 
neys for the government are 
Attorneys-General J. M. Beck and - 
liam H. Day and Special Cognsel 
T. Watson of 


mer Attorney-General John W. Griggs, 
former Judge George B. Young of St. 
Paul, M. D. Grover, general attorney 
for the Great Northern Raliroad, and 


Northern Pacific. 

Most of today's session was taken tp 
with the presentation of arguments 
for the government by Assistant Ality.- 
Gen. Beck. After he had conc! . 
late in the afternoon, argument for 
the Northern Securities Company was 
begun by Mr. Young. Assistant Atty.- 
Gen. Beck began speaking soon after 
court convened, at 10 o'clock, and with 
the exception of two hours of recess, 
he spoke continuously until 3:52 o'clock 
p.m. The courtroom was crowded to 
hear hit argument. Attorney Beck re- 
ferred to the Wabash Injunction case, 
which is being tried in the United 
States District Court at the other end 
of the building, saying that the laws 
were such that employés of a railroad 
who did not own one cent of stock or 
one rail of the road could be enjoined 
from striking and thereby interfering 
with the Interstate Commerce Act by 
stopping traffic; but that unless this 
court so rules, the government would 
be powerless to prevent the owners of 
the roads themselves from merging, 
preventing competition and thereby in- 
terfering with the points the Interstate 
Commerce Act sought to protect. 

BECK'S ARGUMENT. 
Mr. Beck said, in part: 
“It would te difficult to minimize 
the importance of this controversy. 
Few Cases have ever been presented 
to any court which affected corporate 
interests of such magnitude, and stil! 
fewer which more vitally concern the 
welfare of the American people. If 
competing carriers can ‘form a stable, 
permanent and controlling combination, 
with definite and perpetual powers, 
through the simple device of a so-called 
‘holding corporation,’ organized under 
a State charter—a form which is far 
more inimical to the public interests 
than the traffic arrangements or tech- 
nical trusts which the law has hith- 
erto condemned—then both the Inter- 
state Commerce Act of 1887. with its 
inhibition of pooling, and the act of 
July, 1890. with it sweeping condemna- 
tion of all combinations in restraint 
of trade or gttempted monopolies, wil! 
be nullified by the power of individu- 
als who will thus show the impotence 
of the declared will of the Amerfean 
people.” 
Beck contended that the boards of 
directors of the Union Pacific, the 
Northern Pacific, the Great Northern 
and Burlington systems had been so 
grouped that all interests were 
sented in each ,and all motives and 
necessities for competition eliminated: 
that in this manner a working com- 
bination “had -been effected which con- 
trolled the three transcontinental sy=- 
tems, otherwise competitive, whose to- 
tal trackage was over 33.000 miles. He - 
analyzed the Sherman Anti-trust Law 
and contended that it clearly prohib- 
ited such a combination. 
The courta, he sald, are too practical 
to ignore the known and natura! results 
of human action. In dealing with this 
question, they regard as a maxim the 
proposition that to remove the motive 
for competition is to destroy compe- 
tition itself. It is obvious that the 
officers of the Great Northern, chosen 
by the Northern Securities, can have 
ne Motive to compete with the officers

Stockholders cannot, however, veil 
unlawful acts in a corporate charter. 
It is true that as between the corpora- 
tion and the stockholders and for pur- 
pose of corporate goyernment the law 
treats the corporation as a separate 
entity from the stockholders, but it is 
unquestioned law that the fiction of a 
corporation's separate existence can- 
not avall the individuals who compose 
it, as between them and the State, and 
especially where the provisions of a 
remedial or penal statute are con- 
cerned. Violations of the law cannot 
be used under the plea of charter priv- 
lleges. 

But whatever the powers of the State 
of New Jersey may be, as against the 
laws of Minnesota, Montana, Idaho, 
North Dakota and Washington, it is 
obvious that they are powerless when 
invoked against the Constitution of the 
United States, which is the supreme 
law of the land, the laws of New Jer- 
sey notwithstanding.

The benefit to the 
people of this merger may be all that 
its master spirit, James J. Hill, claims 
it to be, but I apprehend that the 
people will continue to entertain their 
old-fashioned prejudice against monop- 
oly, and the arguments addressed to 
the courts will fall upon as deaf ears 


in this respect, as when addressed to 
the Legislatures, and people of the 
States immediately affected. 

“If the merger te so beneficial, the

However, these questions are all for 
the Legislature, and the judicial 
branch of the department of the gov- 
ernment.

Dying Agonies of Great Elephant 
Cause Excitement on Steamer

NEW YORK. March %.—The ele- 
phant, Jingo, said to have been larger 
than Jumbo, died at sea on the 
steamer Georgic, which arrived from 
Liverpool today. An anima! show 
bought Jingo in London. Jingo was 
22 years old, 12 feet “high, weighed six 
tons, and was valued at $546,000. 

For sixty hours preceding its death 
the mammoth beast trumpeted with- 
out ceasing, and twice knocked down 
its keeper, Thomas Lawrence, Who at- 
tempted to pacify it. The cries of the 
elephant aroused the leopards and 


they, too, joined in the cry, which for 
three days kept the crew of the Geor- 
gic on tts guard. 

As each day parsed Jingo seemed to 
grow weaker,.e@i he squirmed in his 
narrow cage in an effort to get gut. 
He was securely chained in such a po- 
sition in the aft hatchway that es- 
cape was impossible. On the fifth 
day out the animal's condition be- 
came such that. Lawrence gave him 
whisky, and kept him under its 
fluence for almost three days. It was 
then that Jingo became even more 
savage than ever, and began the 
trumpeting. The entire crew went to 
Lawrence's assistance on the eleventh 
day. and joined with him in an ef- 
fort to pacify Jingo. All failed, how- 
ever, and twice the beast got § its 
trunk through the bars of the cage 
and struck the keeper with such force 
that he wae thrown on the deck. The 
other animals in the great 
noise, unti] about 98 o'clock on the 
morning of the 12th, when suddenly 
Jingo’s cries ceased. Lawrence ran 
to the cage to find the animal dead.

FLOOD SITUATION 


GROWING WORSE.

EMPHIS (Tenn.) March 18.—The 

flood situation tonight shows a

Opments, and there is scarcely a ray 
of hope for improved conditions ex- 
cept in the fact that tributaries of 
the Mississippi to the north of Mem- 
phis are reported to be falling.

Francie levee broke at Trice’s Land- 
ing, that two passenger trains were 
caught between the washed-out 
points, and are now surrounded by 
water on blind tracks in the over- 
flowed territory about three miles west 
of Bridge Junction, Ark. Aboard each 
of these trains were about seventy- 
five passengers, and the crew. and to- 


_s night over 100 of these persons remain 


on the trains, with no prospect of be- 
ing taken off until tomorrow or later. 
However, they are not considered tao be 
in any danger, and those who have 
returned from the surrounded trains 
report that the passengers are being 
well cared for by the railroad com- 


pany. 

The breaks occurred shortly after 9% 
cleck last night, just after the west- 
bound trains on the Cotton Belt and 
"Frisco had left Memphis. The Cotton 
Belt train left at 9 o'clock, and had 
proceeded but a few miles, when it en- 
coumtered a section of flooded track. 
In attempting to cross, the rails spread 
and the engine was partly . derailed, 
preventing the train from moving in 
either direction.

FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


{BY THE ASSOCAATED PRESS-—P 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—SEN- 
ATE.—The Senate met at 11 o'clock, 
and soon Mr. Money, in accordance 
with his notice previously given, spoke 
on the Indianola, Miss., postoffice case. 
It was the inherent and constitu- 
tional right of a great community, said 
Mr. Money, to have its mail handled 
regularly. Letters, he said, which 
have been addressed to leading men, 
to important county officers residing at 
Indianola, have been sent to Green- 
ville, and this, he declared, was an un- 
warrantabie interference with the lib- 
erty and right of the péople of  iIn- 
dianola. If tt was intended to punish 
the people of Indianola, in his opinion 
the punishment had gone fat enough. 
The department had shown to ine 
world its authority and nobody had 
disputed i. He declared that the 


{ Postmaster-General should do all he 


could to heal the breach, and not con- 
tinue stubborn and vindictive. 

‘The department has made the peo- 
pue hate the administration,” he said. 

Directing his remarks to the Presi- 
dent, he sald that in the South it 
wart believed that Mr. Roosevelt, when 
he succeeded President Mc Kiniey. 
would make an American, instead. of 
a sectional President, but a change 
had come over his dream. 

“He is not so much an American 
President.” sald Mr. Money, “ae he is 
the President of the Blac® Pelt,” and 
he added with some feeling: “We 
don’t consider him a great American 
President.” 

He declared that of all the appoint. 
ments made in Mississippi, none have 
given such general disgust as those 
made by this administration. There 
had been raised the question of social 
equality of the negro, but there never 
could be possibly any real equality be- 
tween the two races. 

“There is a race prejudice in the 
South.” he egaid, “and I thank God 
that there is.” 

The prejudice against the negro, he 
asserted, is not focal, but prompted by 
a universal, world-wide- sentiment. An- 
swering Mr. Foraker, he said that 
these recent appointments had revived 
the race question, and while the people 
of the Bouth had heretofore tolerated 
negro officeholders, they did not want 
any more of them. 

; Is is a white man's country-and 
a white man’s government,” sald he. 
“It has been carved out of the wilder- 
ness and conquered from the Indiana, 
not for the African, but for the white 
man.” 

Mr. Foraker asked Mr. Money if his 
abjection to the colored people holding 
Oflice extended to all offices of all 
kinds, and also whether it would in- 
Clude the enlistment of colored men 
in the army to defend the flag and the 
Constitution. The reply was that he 
had no particular objection to colored 
men serving in the army, but declared 
that it would be better if no colored 
man hed any official position what- 
ever. 

“Would you decit!zenize the negro as 
to voting” asked Mr. Foraker, “and 
if #0, should that be taken into ac- 
count ir fixing the representation in 


Congress" 

“That is another question?” said Mr. 
Money. 

The participation of the negro in the 
affairs of government, he thought was 
dangerous. 

“Ie it the demand of the South.” fn- 

ulred Mr. Bpooner, “that the Presi- 

ent of the United Ststes# shall im no 
case appoint a colored man to office 
in the South?’ 

Mr. Money replied that there was no 
demand made, and no authority for it, 


but was the feeling in the South 
that no colored man, no matter what 
his eualifications may be, shell hold 


Federal office. The whole truth of his. 
tory. he declared. shows the utter in- 
competency of the colored for 
self-qovernment. 

Mr. Spooner remarked that a Presi- 
dent of the United States, who would 
yield to the demand of any section 
that the rights of citizenshin should be 
surrendered, would show himerlf unfit 
to hold the office, and quite willing to 
violate his oath ae President. 

Mr. Money expres*ed the conviction 
that the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, which made negroes voters, wes 
an tremendous mistake, and he rald a 
vast number of the people of the 
North entertained the same view. He 
said there had been no objection § in 
the South to » colored man working, 
and none had been killed for so doing, 
as wae the case in Illinols. The feel- 
ing which obtained in the South, he 
said, was thet if a white man did not 
think himeelf socially better than the 
negro, he was not half as good. 

In the matter of appointments, Mr. 
Money sald the President should con- 
sider conditions in the South. Ap- 
pointing negroes to office In the South 
Was mort obnoxious and repugnant to 
that section. It was impossible, he 
declared, for any one raised north of 
Mason and Dixon's line to know any- 
thing about the negro. He concluded 
by saying that there had been no in- 
tention of creating any disturthince 
whatever in Indianola, but the idea of 
holding a public meeting was that it 
would apprise the poetmistress of the 
wishes of the citizens, and that § itt 
might lead to her resignation. The 
basis of all the trouble, he said. was 
the referee system, as it prevails in 
the South. 

At 1:57 o'clock, the Benate went into 
executive session. The Senate spent 
the firet half hour of the executive 
session in diecusesion of the propriety 
of printing all the speeches with the 
Panama Canal treaty, since the official 
reporters were edmitted to the cham- 
ber last Monday. The unanimous 
agreement to print included only Sen- 
ator Morgan's speech and Senator Cuyl- 
lom'’s closing remarks, but none of 
the others. There was, however, a 
general understanding that if the 
other speeches were in order, all would 
be printed. When the question wes 
taken up. objection was made to the 
printing of the speeches not included 
in the agreement. on the grout that 
they should not be given out, becaune 
they pertain to executive business, and 
some of them diecues the tferty with 


The present tariff, Mr. McKEnery said, 
had tly stimuiated the sugar in- 
dustry of this country, and he pre- 
dict that if it should be permitted 
to continue in force, the time would 
come when the United States would 
produce not only sufficient sugar io 
supply ite own wants, but that it 
would export part of the American 
product. In this connection, he as- 
serted that half of the States of the 
Union are capable of producing beet 
sugar at a profit under proper legisia- 
tive encouragement. The admission of 
Cuban sugar at reduced rates, he said, 
would prove a severe biow to the 
growth of the beet-sugar industry, as 
it would to the cane-sugar production 
of Louisiana and Texas. Speaking of 
the effect on his own State of Louist- 
ana, Mr. McEnery sald that prac- 
tieaiiy the entire population would be 
affected by the approval of the treaty. 

When Senator McEne concluded, 
Senator Newlands took the floor. His 
speech was notable. not only because 
it was his maiden speech in the Sen- 
ate, but because he appeared as an 
open advecate of the annexation of 
Cuba to the United States, and also 
as an opponent of the treaty. As a 
part of his address on the point of an- 
nexation, he presented the following 
amendment: 

“The republic of the United States, 

cognizing the intimate relations be- 
tween the Republic of Cuba and it- 
self, and being desirous of stil! further 
promoting freedom of trade and 
strengthening the bonds of amity anda 
friendah'n *°tween the people of the 
two countries, cordiet'v invites the 
Kepub... oc Cuba to bégome a Btate of 
the Union under the Constitution and 
laws of the United States.” 

In support of this amendment, Mr. 
Newlands said that the Democratic 
party should stand for traditional ex- 
pansion of the republic by promoting 
the voluntary annexation of Cuba 
through the free expression of her 
people. and it should empharize this 
position at this time hy resolution to 
that effect. He contended that the the- 
ory of reciprocity is wrong, becaure it 
leads to favoritism both in our dealings 
with foreign nations and among ow? 
own peop'e. Furthermore, he declare4, 
the adoption of a policy of reciprocity 
would lead to retaliation on the part 
of the nations who might fail to se- 
cucre the establishment of the recip- 
rocal relations. 

Senator Spooner replied briefly to 
Senator Newlands, and sharply crit- 
ljcised his policy of annexation. He 
said that under the Teller resolution, 
the political independence of Cuba 
had been guaranteed, and that under 
that pledge and in respect to our ow® 
obligations this country could take no 
step looking to any other result.« He 
also argued that the United States is 
under mora] obligation to eaesist the 
people of Cuba, and added that on ac- 
count of the close relationship exist- 
ing between the two lands, also be- 
cause of their geographical proximity. 
the United States should lose no op- 
portunity to strengthen the tiles of 
commerce and friendship. 

Fenator Newlands challenged reveral 
of Mr. Spooner’s statements, and the 
two engaged for a time in a spirited 
controversy. 

Replying to Mr. Spooner, Senator 
Teller repeated hie opinion that the 
treaty was ittended to benefit the su- 
gar trust. and calculated to do incal- 
culable injury to the sugar interests 
of the United States. But bad as ‘it 
was from his standpoint. he predicted 
that every Republican Benator would 
be found voting for it. What ft was 
that secured thelr support of such 
agreements as thie and the .Panama 
Canal treaty, he 4id not know, but he 
was sure not even the @oquence of a 
Demosthenes or the logic of Lord Ba- 
con would move them from their po- 
aition. 

Without announcing his intention to 
vote for or againet the measure, 
ator Neleon eritielsed it shorply.

THE CUBAN TREATY.

WASHINCTON. March 18 —Before 
adjourning at 7 o'clock tonight, the 
Senate entered into a unanimous agree- 
ment to vote on the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty at 2 o'clock tomorrow. The hope 
of seeing a vote today was disap- 
painted by the discovery that there 
were more speeches to be made in gp- 
position to the treaty than had been 
counted upon. Indeed, it was dificult 
to secure an agreement to vote even 
temorrow, and it wae evident that this 
result could not have beon accomplished 
but for the anxiety of Senators to se- 
cure a final adjoxzrument of the ses- 
sion. 

The executive session covered six 
hours, and was devoted largely to ad- 
verse criticlems of the ticaty. During 
the day, Senator Newlands made a plea 
for t annexa‘ic,: ef Cuba, and pre- 
rent an umiomdrmest to the treaty 
tendering an inviteticen that island 
to become a Btnte of the American 
Union. The de te wae participated in 
by Senators MeMnery, Newlands, 
Spooner, Teller, Nelson, Cullom, Gor- 
man, Balliey and Cormack. 

SHARP. WORK NEEDED.

MAD ON IRRIGATION. 
FARMBPRS RUSH FOR RIGHTS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—{Exciu- 

tive Diepatch.} The people of the 
West are not entirely satisfied with 
the operation of the irrigation law 
which was put through Congress last 
year after one of the hardest and most 
elaborate campaigns ever fought by a 
lobby at Washington, and after re- 
peated faliures extending ovér a period 
of eight or ten years. A flood of ap- 
plications for irrigation rights has 
been pouring into the United States 
Geological Survey ever since the adop- 
tion of the law, and practically all of 
these applications have been turned 
down, hence the dissatisfaction. 

It seems thet after the boomers of 
irrigation legisiation had lgbored at 
Washington for some years without 
success, they made some rash promises 
to the farmers of the West in order 
to stimulate interest in the subject. 
People in some districts were led to be. 
lieve that if a law were w be once 


passed it would result in diverting a

stream of water through every farm- 
er’s tract of land, or something of that 
sort. Consequently, the scheme of na- 
tional irrigation was taken up with 
new impetus, and the hurrah that was 
worked up over it caused the bill to 
get through Congress in June last. At 
the same time provision was made that 
the proceeds from the sale of public 
lands since July, 1900, should be used | 
to start irrigation work. This fund 
amounts to about $10,000,000, and when 
the news went through the West that 
the water was to be turned into all 
the arid plains and that the value of 
farm lands would go up with great 
bounds, the farmers in the western 
territory wished fo have the govern- 
ment engineers go to work on their 
property. 

Applications for irrigation came into 
Washington at a great rate after | 
enactment of the law and have 
up ever since, with little or no let-up. 
It was stated at the Survey Building 
today that they still average from five 
to ten a day.

ATIONAL ORGANIZATION. 


A dispatch from Indianapolis, 
Ind., published in Tbe Times of Tues- 
day morning, gave an account of the 
formation of the Independent Amerl- 
can Mechanics’ Union. The distinctive 
feature of this organization lies in the 
fact that it is formed and incorporated 
by non-union men, and that its avowed 
object is to resist the aggressions of 
labor unions, as they are at present 
conducted. Another peculiar thing 
about this new organization of work- 
ers is that it is duly incorporated un- 
der the laws of the State. This fact 
is a guarantee in itself of the legiti- 
macy and honorable intentions of the 
new organization. 

By filing articles of incorporation in 
the usual form, conclusive evidefice is 
given by this organization that its 
members do not seek to evade any of 
their obligations as citizens, and that 
they are willing to be governed oby 
the same laws as govern the rest of 
the people. Evidently, they are not 
endeavoring to secure a ‘‘cinch” on the 
public, nor to exercise extraordinary 
powers as an organization, while evad- 
ing all responsibility except as indi- 
viduals. This is in striking contrast to 
the objects and methods of the ordl- 
nary trade unions under present meth- 
ods of management. 

In yet another respect, this new or- 
ganization of skilled workers differs 
radically from the ordinary trade un- 
ion, with the methods of which the 
country has become unfortunately fa- 
milliar. Among the objects of the or- 
ganization, ase deciared In the articles 
of incorporation, are the following: 

“To encourage industry, economy, 
thrift and honesty among ite mem- 
bers; to maintain amiable relations be- 
tween emplorés and employers of la- 
bor; to prevent unjust or unreasonable 
discrimination against any of ite mem- 
bers by any person, combination, or 
conepiracy to prevent members 
from securing empleo tin any 
branch of industry, and to protect and 
defend its members against any and 
all attempts by any person or tom- 
bination of persons to abridge the in- 
alienable right of all mankind to work 
for such wages as shall be mutually 
satisfactory to the individual workman 
and his employer. 

To an organization based upon such 
principles no man Can reasonably ob- 
ject. <A labor union declaring and ad- 
hering to euch a platform would un- 
questionably be a benefit, alike to its 
members and to the public. The only 
probabie opposition to this organiza- 
tion will come from the striking, boy- 
cotting and rioting members of unin- 
corporated unions, whose principies 
and practice are so widely at variance 
with the platform enunciated by the 
Independent American Mechanics’ Un- 
fon 


There is need--even pressing neces- 
sity—for counter organization to re- 
sist the demands of industrial brigan- 
Gage as represented by the federated 
unions of the existing régime through- 
out the country. Counter organization, 
under the conditions which have been 
created by these leagued organizations, 
iz inevitable. Not only will independent 
workingmen be forced to act in con- 
cert for their own protection, but em- 
ployers of all kinds will sooner or 
later be forced to unite for defense 
against 4 common aggression. In some 
localities employers have already 
united for common defense, and in al- 
most every case, where they have 
acted in real harmony, they have been 
able easily to protect themselves 
againet the unreasonable exactions of 
organised brigandage. The more un- 
reasonable these exactions become, the 
more general will there be counter or- 
ganization to resist them. Thus, in a 
measure, this grave industrial evi! 
will cure itself. If it were not for this 
hopeful prospect, the outlook for the 
future would, indeed, be gloomy. 


Any stranger who passed along the 
main streets of Los Angeles on Tues- 
day, the day dedicated to St. Patrick, 
might suppose that the Irish popula- 
tien of the city is overwhelmingly 
large, to judge from the great number 
of people who adopted, for the day, 
the ‘wearing of the green.” On closer 
investigation, however, it was  ob- 
servablie that many of those who wore 
the emblem were natives of other 
countries, and had probably never 
seen the Emerald Isie, putting on the 
badge from motives of sympathy. or 
courtesy, or occasionally, perhaps, of 
diplomacy. 

In point of fact, there are few large 
American cities in which the propor- 
tion of Irish in the population is soe 
smatlinags in Los Angeles. Several years 
ago The Times ppbdiished table 
showing the nativity of the registered 
voters of Los Angeles city and county. 
There were at the time 25,734 registered 
voters in the city, of which only 1052 
or a little over 4 per cent., gave Ire- 
land as their birth place, while there 
were 1067 from Pingiand, and 1569 from 
Germany. 

Wherever the Irish are, however, 
whether in email or in large numbers, 
they manage to make their presence 
felt In a community—especially tn the 
‘police, and in politics. Considering 
their relatively small numbers, they 
are in forcefulmess almost as remark- 
able a people as the Jews. Julius 
Caesar in his Commentaries, written 
fifty years before the birth of Christ, 
eaid of the Irish that many of them 
had red hair, that they were very fond 
of fighting, and that beth men and 
women were much addicted to the use 
of intexteating beverages. Some peo- 
ple claim that these traits still pre- 
vall. to a considerable extent. Cer- 
tainly, the Irishmen is an ideal fighter. 
As a nation, the Irish have never

Trieh regiments have borne the brunt 
of the fighting in British campaigns. A

Which, though not nearly so large as 
Southern California, has created so 


much stir in the world—to take a fresh 
start, and develop possibilities of 
which little has yet been dreamed. Al- 
ready there ia a scheme under discus- 
sion for big harbor improvements at 
Galway, and the estabdlishment there 
of an important § trans-Atlantic com-/ 
merce. 


Tom Johnson has been dug out from 
under the débris of last fall's election 
in Ohio, and renominated for Mayor of 
Cleveland by the Democrats. He had 
scarcely emerged from the ruins and 
been partially resuscitated when he 
began to talk about wanting a joint 
debate with somebody. Tom is one of 
those cheerful and optimistic brand of 
bacteria who simply thrive on adverse 
circumstances and defeat, and who 
can be gay and light-hearted even in 
the very shadow of a _ political sar- 
cophagus.

What Mr. Huntington Will Do With 
Some of His Recent Heavy Purchases 
im the Surrounding Country. 


Country homes for city millionaires 
are among the projects that H. E. 
Huntington has in view for some of 
the |rolling acres he has purchased re- 
cently in Southern California. 

Hundreds of acres wf property have 
come into his possession in the past 
year, and he still is reaching out for 
more. 

“What will he do with it?” is the 
question that has gone up time and 
again, and it has been answered in 
part by the obviousness of the pur- 
chases for the needs of his trolley 
lines and for subdivision into town 
lots, but there are many among his 
acquisitions that are not intended for 
these purposes, andthe query here- 
tofore has remained unanswered. 

Now, it is announced on good au- 
thority that Mr. Huntington is prepar- 
ing a way for wealthy homeseekers 
who are turning their eyes suneset- 
ward with the idea of locating under 
their own vine and fig tree in the best 
climate on earth. 

For all of these and for many more 
he has selected some of the cheicest lo- 
cations In the vicinity of Los Angeles, 
whereon they may bulid country 
homes amid surroundings of ideal at- 
tractiveness. He has bought acre after 
acre of choice fruit orchards and ranch 
lands from the mountains to the sea, 
at points convenient to his trolley 
lines, and he has not overlooked hill 
tops and cafions that promise pictur- 
esque home sites for lovers of the es- 
thetic. 

It is the reported Intention of Mr. 
Huntington to subdivide his acgutsi- 
tions into select villa tracts of five, 
fen or twenty acres, on which the 
world-weary millionaire may build 
a home after his own  destres 
and surround himeelf if he wishes 
with all the comforts and joys of the 
true country gentieman. Tracts of 
even larger size will be set aside, and 
it is expected that in time there will 
be a duplication in Southern Califor- 
nia of some of the magnificent es- 
fates on the Atlantic Coast. 


Free Rents to Fruit and Vegetable 
Men as Result of Market War—More 
Rate-cutting Probable. 


The market war has already § re- 
suited in free rent for occupants of 
outside stalls at the Hewes Market. 
The insurgent market men are making 
preparations for opening their new 
market on the Wolfskil! tract on April 
1, and their boast has been that on 
that day the Hewes market would be 


deserted. 

But Mr. Hewes sprung @ coup yes- 
terday in the shape of notice that he 
would give free rent for the months of 
April and May, to all tenants occupy- 
ing or remaining in stalls on the 
grounds outside the market building. 
There are over 200 of these stalls, 
which have been occupied chiefly by 
Chinese hucksters and producers. The 
rent has been $3.50 per stall, but as an 
inducement to the Chinese, as well as 
whites, to remain in them, Mr. Hewes 
now offers to let the stalls for the 
next two months for nothing. 

The promoters of the new market 
claim that practically all of Mr. 
Hewes's white tenants have signed an 

nt to move, and that they 
could not afford to back out now, even 
if they were to receive a year's rent 
for nothing. Very few of the China- 
men, however, have signed the agree- 
ment, and it is anticipated that most 
of them will accept Mr. Hewes'’s of- 
fer of free rent for the rext two 
months, at least. The Chinese, it is 
alleged, are loath to change their loca- 
tion anyway, as the Ninth and Los 
Angeles streets site is more con- 
venient for them in many ways. than 
the site at Third street and Central 
avenue. If the Chinese conclude to 
stay where they are, the new market 
will be badly handicapped, as the Chi- 
nese trade is a very essential factor in 
the fruit and vegetable business. Mr. 
Hewes believes that if he can hold the 
Chinese, many of the insurgent whites 
will be compelled to come back. At 
any rate, he has his fighting clothes 
on, and, as he is well supplied with 
the sinews of war, it is not Iikely that 
he will give up the battle soon. It is 
hinted that Mr. Hewes will make even 
greater concessions than his present 
offer, if he finds it necessary to hold 
his customers. It is war to the knife 
and the knife to the hilt, and therm 
are persons who are betting that the 
Hewes market will be the principal 
market in the end. 

Incidentally, it may be stated that 
some important improvements in the 
vicinity of the Hewes merket have 
been temporartly suspended in conse- 
quence of the market war. Mr. Hewes 
himeelf was contemplating the erection 
of additional market buildings. and 
other men with plenty of money were 
getting ready to build business houses 
in the vicinity, on the strength of 
Mr. Hewes's enterprise, but the threat- 
ened sta ede has called a halt until 
it becomes clear which way the cat is 
going to jump. 

Mr. Hewes feels that he hase been 
treated very badiy by the seceders, and 
he says hie acte and intentions have 
been grossly misrepresented. It is gen- 
erally conceded that the imprevements 
he made in providing market facilities 
are a credit to the city. and he denies 
that the rents he has been c 
were é@xorbitant. or that he was con- 
templating o cinch game.

I have no quarrel 
with unionism as a principle, but Ido 
consider men undesirable who are im- 
pudeni, incompetent and reckiess, and 
who trade on the union to hold them 
in place. I served my time on the 
cars, and can feel for every man work- 
ing for this company. My disposition 
toward the men-—the honest, faithfu) 
men—is now and ever has been most 
kindly and considerate. 

“Every citizen will testify to meeting 
conductors, motormen and gripmen 
who were scrupulously polite and at- 
tentive to the wants of the public. But 
these same citizens will also testify to 
the existence of the curt, impudent 


fellow who exhibits an open disregard. 


for everyone's feelings or requests. 
‘This is the fellow who is usually noisy 
ebout his ‘rights,’ and who would like 
to have before himself for examination 
the offending citizens who dared to 
complain about his insolence.

Purchaser to Inaugurate Important 


Developments—First Shipment of 
Lompoc Oil En Route to Hawaiian 


Islands—Brea Canyon Has Schemes. 


Details of an important sale of Sunset 
oil property have been perfected. The 
Pittsburgh Oil Company has trans- 
ferred its title to a tract of 120 acres in 
the heart of that district to John M. 
Wright of the Peerless Oil Company. 
The property is situated in the south- 
west quarter of section 1, 11, 24. 


entered into severa] weeks ago that re- 
quired the purchaser should place $30,- 
000 to the credit of the Pittsburgh Com- 
pany by March 14, as part payment for 
its valuable Sunset holdings. This 
amount has been deposited in a San 
Francisco bank, and under the terms of 
the agreement the balance is to be paid 
within three months. 

Mr. Wright has just completed the 
organization of the Fulton Oll Com- 
pany, with a capital stock of 100,000 
shares, of the par value of $10 each. In 
this deal are his associates in the Peer- 

company, one of the largest pro- 
ducers in the Kern River field. The 
new company will take over the Pitts- 
burgh property, which adjoins the 
Maricopa tract. On the latter tract 
are thirty producers. The intention is 
to begin active development at once, 
and rigs are to be put in place for thir- 
teen wells as a starter. 

SHIPPING FROM LOMPOC. 

The first shipment of crude petroleum 
from Lompoc, the new oil field in north- 
ern Santa Barbara county, is en route 
to sugar planters in the Hawalian Isl- 
ands. The product is from the well of 
the Union Oil Company of this city, 
which has met with marked success in 
that territory. - 

The Union's luck has inspired confi- 
dence along the entire anti-cline, and 
there will soon be six wells going down 
on the new belt. Two are to be drilled 
by the Union, two by the Western 
Union, and two by the Harkness com- 
pany. If these explorations succeed 
and oll is found, a vast territory will be 
proven. Experts who have visited the 
field have expressed the opinion that 
the section north and south of the coast 
range will prove the greatest oil pro- 
ducing district In the world, and the de- 
velopment soon to be inaugurated will 
test this theory. The companies behind 
the ventures are backed by sufficient 
capital to open the field and will prob- 
ably expend millions if oil is found. 

There is a growing confidence in the 
Santa Rita section as an oil region of 
great promise. The Union company, 
which owns from the ocean inland 
twenty miles, is in control of at least 
100,000 acres of land. For miles along 
the southerly slope of the Los Alamos 
range, and down into adjacent valieys, 
are indications of petroleum, but it will 
probably be years before all these pros- 
pect fields have prospected or 
proven up. 

BREA CANYON'S PROJECTS. 


An important project is considered by 
the Brea Cafion Oil C YY Kis 
figuring on installing its property 


an enormous electric generating plant, 
to be run with the natural gas from the 
company’s wells. The Edison Electric 
Company, it is understood, would util- 
ige the power. 

Another rumor has it that the Brea 
Cafion people are investigating the feas- 
ibility of putting a pipe line through 
Fullerton and Anaheim for the use of 
natural gas for lighting and heating 
purposes in both towns.

ESPEE’S STOCK JUMPS. 
SHORTS FRARFUL OF KEENE. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
YORK, March 18.—({Exclusive 

Dispatch.) A sudden rise in the stock 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad took 
place in the last half hour of trading 
on the Stock Exchange today, and cre- 
ated consternation among short inter- 
ests for fear that James R. Keene, 
head of the Southern Pacific pool, has 
a corner in the stock. After several 
hours of irregularity the stock Jumped 
from 63 to 67%, a net gain overnight 
of 4% per cent. At the same time, the 
loaning rate of the stock advanced to 
a premium of % per cent. bid, and 
there wag apparently very little stock 
to be borrowed at that figure. 

In the scramble for the stock, Em- 
burgh & Atterbury and A. A. House- 
man & Co., bought about 30,000 shares. 
This was probably purchased for cus- 
tomers who were short of the stock. 
After the market closed, opinions dif- 
fered as to the extent of the corner 
and as to its effect upon Wall street 
generally. It was generally agreed 
that there is no serious danger and 
no great probability of damage being 
inflicted on any interest except those 
identified with the Union and South- 
ern Pacific roads. The impression is 
that the short interest is confined to 
the Southern Pacific pool, and that 
Keene is preparing to punish some of 
his syndicate members who have been 
treacherous. 

Keene controls nearly 500,000- shares 
of stock. Of this amount the pool 
owns 300,000 shares, and the remain- 
der Keene holds individually. The 
Heriman interest controls 990,000 shares 
of stock and there are nearly 600,000 
shares remaining. A great portion of 
this stock is held in Europe, and most 
of the outstanding stock in the United 
States is owned by the Stanford and 
other estates. It is estimated that less 
than 150,000 sharés re available in the 
New York market. Keene's position in 
the corner would be a very strong one. 
That he will use his advantage to put 
this stock aes very high prices is gen- 
representative of the Un- 
jon Pacific said tonight: “I think the 
movement today is simply a little 
squeeze on Mr. Keene's part, but how 
far he will carry it I cannot say. There 
is no posibility of any compromise be- 
tween Mr. Keene and our interest. We 
are prepared to fight on principle, and 
there i« every chance that we will 


win.”

Then 
he stuttered and stammered and 
showed confusion, and said his name 
was Smith, and not Hess.

Despondent because he was afflicted 
with an incurable disease, and sorrow- 
ing over the recent death of a favorite 
ron, Theodore L. Knoderer, who for 
more than ten years had been employed 
as gunsmith by the Tufts-Lyon Arms 
Company, put an end to his troubles 
yesterday afternoon by blowing out his 
braine with a revolver. The deed was 
committed in the basement of the store. 
No person witnessed it and several 
minutes elapred after the fatal shot 
was fired before the lifeless body was 
found. 

Knoderer had for years been aMlicted 
with asthma, which made it almost 
impossible for him to sieep. His ad- 
vanced age—72 years—preciuded the 
possibility of recovery, and all he couid 
wee life heid for him was suffering, to 
be ended by probable suffotation.

A report partly confirmed by Col 
Epes Randolph, general manager of the 
Pacific Electric Railway Company is to 
the effect thet Henry Huntingtes 
will construct a deep-sea aquarium and 
seaside resort, including hotel, bath- 
house, observatory, and pavilion, in 
connection with the mammeth mole 
and wharf projected for the outer har- 
bor at San Pedro. It is said the en- 
terprire will involve an expenditure of 
more than $1,000,000, and will be the 
— attraction of its kind in the 
world, 

The mole, for which franchises were 
recently granted by the City Trustees 
of San Pedro and the County Board of 
Supervisors, will cover an area of ap- 
proximately forty acres. A space of 
tive acres, with an open channel run- 
ning under the mole to admit of the 
ebb and flow of the tide, is to be fitted 
up as a marine garden, stocked with 
all forms of marine life. The aquarium 
in New York Harbor is said to be the 
largest in the world, but the gardens to 
be establiehed by Mr. Huntington and 
his aseocigtes at San Pedro will be 
almost th times as large. The ex- 
pense of constructing the aquarium will 
not be more than $200,000, it is believed, 
because it will only be necessary to 
leave the space vacant when the time 
comes for the building and filling in of 
the mole.

GROWING SO FAST. 
WOEFUL LACK OF SCHOOLS. 

A competent authority declared yes- 
terday that if every schoolhouse pro- 
vided for in the recent bond issue was 
in existence today there would not be 
room to accommodate the children who 
are clamoring for admission. 

Today there are over seventy half- 
Gay sessions in the department. 
enrollment shows 432,681 children, 
while the average attendance for Feb- 
ruary was about 20.000. A total of 168 
rooms will be contained in the school- 
houses which the Board of Exiucation 
proposes to build with the bond money. 
And yet these will no more than absorb 
the surplus children in the schools to- 
day. From this some idea can be 
gained of the difficulties under which 
the educational department labors. 

Aside from the Polytechnic High 
School, for which the citizens have 
voted $200,000, the bond issue provides 
$480,000 which is to be expended in the 
erection of public school bulldings. 

Adjoining nineteen of the present 
echool sites additina! land is to be ob- 
tained by condemnation proceedings. 
On ali but six of these sites additions 
will be made to the existing bulldings. 
In order to get the lega! formalities out 
of the way the City Attorney has al- 
ready brought condemnation suits in 
these cases.

ITIFUL CONKESSION 
OF YOUNG FRENCH GIRL. 


ADOLPHINE BABUT TELLS STORY 
OF HER ABDUCTION. 


-—— 


Brought from France by Procurers and 
Placed in the Cribs—Closely Guarded 
by Heartless Woman, Baron, and Her 
Consumptive Master. 


The sordid atmosphere of the under- 
world and its seared faces were strik- 
ingly contrasted with the freshness of 
girthood and its irresistible charm, 
yesterday, in the unsympathetic set- 
ting of the United States Court room, 
when Adalphine Babut, the pretty 
Parisian shop girl, mounted the wit- 
ness stand and faced her alleged de- 
spoilers, Jules Dallagiovanni, dealer in 
giris, and his accomplice, Maximilliene 
Baron, prostitute.

If the decision should go 
against the government in this case, 
the government being the prosecutor 
of the procurers, the trade of the im- 
porters cculd be plied with more ease 
than ever before.

COLD BATHING OVERDONE. 
Baths may, for convenience, be di- 
vided into the ordinary and the vapor. 
The former may be warm, hot, cool or 
cold. It may be a simple ablution, or 
it may be a thorough shampoo of the 
entire surface of the body with soap 
lather. As to which of these various 
baths is beset for general use there is 
much diversity of opinion. The cold 
bath, by which is meant a sponging of 
the body by cold water or a brief im- 
mersion of the body into cold water, 
- highly recommended in some quar- 
ers. 
it is the opinion of the writer that 
the cold bath has been overdone. It is 
questionable whether or not there is 
any sound physiologic basis for its 
use. No doubt there are many robust 
people who, after a cold plunge and 
Vigorous friction, feel a marked sense 
of exhileration. But even these are apt 
to suffer from a reaction later in the 
day. For delicate people and for those 
who fail to get prompt reaction the 
cold is distinctly unsuited. 
WHAT TURKIGH BATH DOES. . 
As a means of insuring proper ac- 
tion of the skin and as a general hy- 
gienic measure the Turkish bath is of 
the utmost importance.

The secretions 
are increased, the excretions are stim- 
ulated, and, in short, every function 
of the body, including those of the 
lungs. liver, kidneys and bowels, is 
brought to the highesrt standard. The 
senses and all the mental operations 
are quickened. The skin is made more 
active as a breathing organ, and as- 
fumes its naiural, roseate complexion, 
indicative of the generally improved 
condition. In fact, this bath opens 
every pore of the skin, and hence 
comes a perfect sewage of the body.” 
To civilized people who effeminate 
the skin by indoor living, much cloth- 
ing, insufficient exercise and avoid- 
ance of exposure, the Turkish bath, 
once or perhaps twice a week, is a 
prime necessity for health. Ordinarily 
bathing cleanses the surface, but .the 
Turkish, or sweat bath, goes deeper, 
drawing from the body throlgh the 
pores the perspiration laden with body 
poisons. 
The good effect of massage upon the 
skin is so well understood that a mere 
reference here is all that is necessary. 
SUDDEN CHANGES INVIGORATE. 
The exposure of the skin to sudden 
changes from heat to cold, as from a 
warm room to the cold air, is much 
dreaded as a cause of colds. It should 
be understood, however, that such ex- 
posure, when not carried to extremes, 
is highly invigorating to the cuta- 
neous functions, and will lead to colds 
only in cases where there is predis- 
position. Both as to the general 
health and as to the condition of the 
skin, moderate exposure to changes 
of temperature would seem to be 
most beneficial. 
Next in importance to the skin as a 
medium for the removal of waste come 
the lungs, which remove about one- 
third of the total output of the body 
waste. A brief interruption of the 
elimination through the lungs means 
death. Now, to insure proper results 
from respiration, two things are nec- 
essary—first, pure air, and, secondly, 
correct action of the lungs in using 
that air. Neither one nor the other 
alone will do. There must be boih— 
pure air, proper breathing. The first 
requirement ie easily arranged. Open 
the windows, be out of doors as much 
as possible. The second ts less casily 
fulfilled. For proper breathing, erect 
carriage and flexibility of the chest 
wall are necessary. Of course, it is 
understood thmt the clothing must not 
be so tight as to impede the natural 
expansion of the respiratory move- 
ments. The practice of the following 
exercises will, if persistentiy kept up. 
increase immensely the capacity and 
freedom of the lungs, with resulting 
improvement not only to the complex- 
ion, but to the general health, 
EXERCISES FOR COMPLEXION, 
Exercise No. 1—Stand erect, weight 
on right foot, left foot slightly in ad- 
vance, the toe just touching the floor. 
Now take slow, deep, full breath, and 
as you do so gently raise the right arm 
upward and backward. Then, holding 
the breath, stretch strongly upward 
and backward with the arm and body 
as though trying to reach something 
just out of reach. (See figure 1.) 
Exercise No. 2—Reverse of preced- 
ing. Weight on left foot, stretch up- 
ward and backward with left arm. 
Exercise No. 2-—Stand with feet 
slightly apart. Now, take full, slow 
breath, at the same time swinging the 
weight over upon the right foot and 
slowly raising the right arm straight 
outward and upward. Then, holding 
the breath, stretch upward and to the 
right as far as possibie. (See fg- 
ure 2.) 4
